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The  December  through  March  data  presented  In  this  report  are  consistent  with  the  revised  seasonally  adjusted  data 
released  April  20,  1984  by  the  Department  of  Commerce  in  the  M3-1.13  "Manufacturers'  Shipments,  Inventories,  and 
Orders:  1977-1983."   These  revisions  reflect  recomputation  of  seasonal  factors  based  on  data  through  1983,  his- 
torical corrections  to  the  unfilled  orders  estimates  for  the  steel  industry,  and  corrections  for  data  received  too 
late  to  include  in  prior  monthly  publications. 


SUMMARY.  New  orders  for  manufactured  goods  in  March 
Increased  $4.2  billion  or  2.2  percent  from  February  to 
$195.6  billion.  Although  this  is  the  largest  one  month 
gain  since  last  September  when  orders  were  up  2.3 
percent,  most  of  the  March  increase  was  based  on  large 
defense  capital  goods  orders. 

Shipments  of  manufactured  goods  in  March  showed 
the  largest  gain  since  December,  increasing  $3.2 
billion  or  1.7  percent  to  $188.2  billion.  Eighty 
percent  of  the  increase  came  from  the  nondurable  goods 
sector. 

Manufacturers'  unfilled  orders  at  the  end  of  March 
were  estimated  at  $348.1  billion,  up  $7.4  billion  or 
2.2  percent  from  February.  The  value  of  unfilled 
orders  has  been  generally  increasing  since  November 
1982,  but  the  rate  of  gain  has  increased  significantly 
over  the  last  six  months.  Since  last  September  the 
backlog  of  orders  has  increased  an  average  of  1.6 
percent  or  over  $5.0  billion  per  month. 

The  book  value  of  manufacturers'  inventories 
Increased  $3.2  billion  or  1.2  percent  in  March  to 
$267.2  billion,  matching  the  February  increase.  The 
inventory  to  shipments  ratio  at  the  end  of  March  was 
1.42,  about  the  same  as  last  month  but  up  from  the 
record  low  in  December  of  1.40. 

NEW  ORDERS.  The  increase  in  new  orders  in  March  was 
about  equal  in  the  durable  and  nondurable  goods 
sectors.  The  Increase  in  durable  goods  orders  of  2.1 
percent  was  caused  by  a  large  increase  in  the  defense 
capital  goods  category.  Excluding  the  defense  orders, 
durable  goods  industries  showed  a  2.2%decllne,  the 
first  since  last  July. 

Within  the  major  durable  industry  groups,  both 
electrical  and  nonelectrical  machinery  increased  from 
February;  nonelectrical  machinery  showed  a  $1.0  billion 
or  5.7  percent  Increase  while  electrical  machinery  was 
up  $0.6  billion  or  3.7  percent.  Transportation 
equipment  Increased  $1.6  billion  or  6.0  percent  as 
large  defense  orders  for  aircraft  and  parts  more  than 
offset  declines  in  commercial  aircraft  and  parts  and 
motor  vehicles  and  parts.  Primary  metals  orders 
declined  In  March  $0.2  billion  or  1.4  percent,  the 
fourth  consecutive  monthly  decline. 

The  Increase  in  nondurable  goods  orders  of  2.4 
percent  was  mostly  attributable  to  petroleum  and  foods 
products.  For  most  of  nondurable  goods,  new  orders  are 
considered  to  be  equal  to  shipments  for  that  month. 


SHIPMENTS.  Most  of  the  1.7  percent  Increase  In 
shipments  of  manufactured  goods  in  March  came  In  the 
nondurable  goods  sector,  which  was  up  $2.5  billion  or 
2.9  percent  to  $91.3  billion.  The  largest  increase  was 
in  petroleum  products,  which  was  up  $1.4  billion  or  8.8 
percent  to  $17.1  billion.  Petroleum  products  shipments 
had  shown  a  downward  trend  between  February  1981  when 
they  were  estimated  at  $19.2  billion,  and  February  1983 
at  $14.1  billion.  During  the  succeeding  12  months  they 
were  relatively  flat  at  about  $16.0  billion  per  month. 

Shipments  in  the  durable  goods  sector  Increased 
$0.6  billion  or  0.7  percent  as  gains  in  the  machinery 
industries  totaling  $1.4  billion  or  4.7  percent  and 
primary  metals  of  $0.7  billion  or  6.0  percent  more  than 
offset  a  decline  in  transportation  equipment  of  $1.1 
billion  or  4.7  percent. 

UNFILLED  ORDERS.  The  increase  In  unfilled  orders  at 
the  end  of  March  of  $7.4  billion  or  2.2  percent 
reflected  increases  in  most  of  the  major  durable  goods 
industries  except  primary  and  fabricated  metals.  The 
largest  gains  were  in  transportation  equipment,  up  $5.2 
billion  or  3.8  percent,  electrical  machinery  up  $1.6 
billion  or  2.2  percent,  and  nonelectrical  machinery  up 
$1.2  billion  or  2.0  percent. 
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increased  0.7  percent,  work  in  process  Increased  1.9 
percent  and  finished  goods  increased  1.0  percent. 

The  advance  report  on  durable 
goods  for  April  is  scheduled  for  release  on  May  22, 
1984  at  8:30  A.M.  and  the  full  report  on  May  31,  1984 
at  10:00  A.M.
